RUSSIA IMPOSES TAX
FOR WAR PURPOSES.

St. Petérsburg, April 22.—The coun-
cil of the empire to-day promulgated
the first law providing for an increase
in taxation for war purposes. It in-
cludes an increase on matches and
petroleum and a graduated tax on the
salaries of officials. The tota] product
is estimated at eleven millions. The
law' goes into effect May 1.

At one time prices showed 3 loss of
11%. cents per bushel far the day, the
price of the option being driven down
in a sensational series of rushes to
9815, cents per bushel. The closing
prite was one dollar against $1.238 six
